Mothers Will Solve Probiem. 

“Weare determined that the mothers 
of Atlanta shall be the ones who are 
going to solve. Atlanta’s school prdb- 
lems,” said Mrs. Clark Howell, ‘‘and 
in order to get them all interested we 
are planning an @ducational campaign 
to acquaint parents with the condi- 
tions which the children are forced 
to submit to in order to get an educa- 
tion.” 

A tour of inspection of all schools 
of the city will be one of the first im- 
portant moves made in the campaign; 
according to leaders. It will be an aim 
of the movement to carry parents to 
schools other than the schools their 
children attend, and in this manner 
create a city-wide interest. 

Before June the campaign is expect- 
ed to have gathered sufficient power 
and influence to force the city to pro- 
vide money to abolish the double-ses- 
sions. 

The campaign ts also expected to re- 
sult in the erection of open air schools 
in connection with every school build- 
ing in the city. The delegation, which 
appeared at city hall Monday to arouse 
the mayor and members of council! to 


‘do something in the interest of the

schools, was impressed with the dec- 
laration of Alderman Jesse W. Arm!- 
stead that the open-air school recently 
erected on the Lee sohool lot, fs no 
longer considered an experiment, but 
is a tremendous success. 
Aldermav Armistead Flated. 

Alderman Armistead is chairman. of 
the school committee of council, and 
ie an ex-officio member of the school 
board. He declared Tuesday that he 
was elated over the interest the women 
are taking in the schools. He said: 

“As long as the mothers of children 
are apathetic and allow conditions to 
become worse year after year, it can- 
not be expected that any great amount 
of tnterest will be created among mem- 
bers of the city government, but just 
as soon as the mothers take up the 
fight and go to the men who are re- 


sponsiblile for conditions, and put the 
situation squarely up to them, At- 


lanta’s schools are going be bet- 
tered.’ 

Alderman, Armistead said | 
that he will join with the mothers of 
Atlanta in the fight for better schools. 
He is advocating a bond issue of $!,009,- 
#00 for schools, and he says he is cer- 
tain that if the women will organize 
and advocate school bonds the voters 
will approve the issue at the polis.

He spoke of the plan to ex- 
tend the daily sessions from 8:30 in 
the morning antil 4:30 in the after- 
noon, and told the .association, after 
he had discussed the advantages and 
disadvantages of the scheme, that he 
was opposed to it. 

“] don’t believe the extended ses- 
sions will be in the interest of the 
child or home iife,”” Commissioner 
Green said. “As a matter of fact, I 
believe that such a plan, if carried 
out, will serve’ to destroy home ties. 
it will have a depressing effect on the 
child, and it will tax the teachers to 
the utmost and diminish teaching effi- 
ciency.” 

He criticised the double sessions in 
the schools, explaining that the board 
of education was opposed to the ses- 
sidns, but was powerless to do anv- 
thing because of the lack of funds. He 
advocated the vacation school plan. and 
explained that he regarded it as a good 
thing, because it will etve defiicient 
children an opportunity of keeping pace 
with children who are premoted every 
year. 

Commissioner Green deciared that the 
mothers and parents of children must 
take the initiative in the matter of im- 
proving school conditions. He said 
that he was. convinced that ninety-nine 
,oters out of one hundred will vote 
fay sehee!] bonds if they are urged by 
the women of Atlanta to do seo.

Atlanta has’ begun to feel the re- 
sults of the sensational rise in the 
price of wheat brought about by the 
European war, the market yesterday 
closing at 1.6); the highest tn the 
past seventeen vears. 

Today the price of a)| loaf of bread 
is still five cents, as it was'a year ago, 
but a year ago Atlanta was getting 
16 ounces of bread for a nickle, where- 
as today Mr. Consumer gets in many 
instances but 13 ounces and in some 
instances 10 ounces for his five 
cent piece.

baker has a continuous coOmpetitor 
in the housewife. And. since he can- 
not afford to loose his trade, the revo- 
lutionary substitution of the 10-cent 
loaf for the customary size will doubt- 
less follow. He has the only choice 
of waiting developments and of re- 
grading the present prices in the light 
of investments. 

“The public of Atlanta may rest as- 
sured that all the bakers of the city 
will’ strain every nerve to continue 
supplying the housewife with a 5-cent 
loaf. When, however, it does become 
impossible or impracticable, the bakers 
expect her to be with “them in this 
crisis. The present high price of 
wheat may be expected to drop only in 
case of a persistent rumor of peace or 
an American war With England, which 
would necessarily result in an em- 
bargo on all foodstuffs, Neither of 
these is probable. In this connection 
it might be remembered that bread is 
a commodity used every day and that 
there are over a thousand people in

Mayor James G. Woodward Tuesday 
declared that he will attempt to stay 
further progress of ‘the finance sheet,

Estimate Too High. 


‘T have gathered figures to show 
that the estimates of inrome for 1915 
were entirely too high,” said the mayor,

GERMAN DYNAMITES BRITAIN BRANDS 
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RAILROAD BRIDGE 


‘United States Notified That 


Kaiser's Officer Tries to 
Destroy Structure Linking 
Maine and Canada—Held 
by Maine Officials. 


Vanceboro, Me. February 2.—An- 
other international problem incident to 
the war was thrust upon the United 
States today by the action of Werner 
van Horn, who, operating on the Cana- 
dian side: of the border, dynamited the 
railway bridge over the St. Croix river 
and then escaped into Maire. 

A few jnours. later, in a room at a 
hotel, Van Horn submitted to arrest, 
but immediately proclaimed himself an 
officer of the German army and set 
up the claim that he had committed 
an act of war and, having fled to a 
neutral country, could hoi be surren- 


dered legally to an enetny of the Fa- | 


therland. 

The Canadian authorities took a dif- 
ferent view of the matter and imme- 
diatelw inStiituted proceedings to extra- 
dite the prisoner on a ¢charge of de- 
struction of railroad property. Fend- 
ing the outcome of these efforts, Van 
Horn is held at the immigration of‘ce 
here in custody of a deputy sheriff. 

Bridge Not Badly Damaged. 

The bridge which Van Horn soughe 
to destroy was not greatly damaved. 
Within a few hours cars were shunted 
across one at a time, the passengers 
walking over on the ice. By morning, 
railroad officials said, the bridge would 
be strong enough for trains to use it 
without umcoupling. 

The St. Croix river for some distance 
forms the boundary between Maine and 
New Brureswick. The bridge is owned 
jointly by the Maine Central and the 
Canadian Pacific railways and is on 
the direct route of the Crnadian .Pa- 
cific from western Canada. to the 
maritime (provinces. Over this road 
nave beent shipped large quantities of 
war material for the allies which were 
wage vo Paw se from St. Jahn and Halifax. 

According to the police, Var 
man of middle hg and eal eateinee 
bearing, told them that he left Ger- 
many five years ago and for the past 
four years had been managing a cof- 
fee plantation in Mexico.
